Dear Sir: 


I herewith respectfully submit the Annual Report of the activities 
of the Fire Department for the year 1978. 


Fire remains a very serious problem in our City, and in 1978 
46 people lost their lives in fires. Most of this tragic loss could 
have been prevented if the public apathy towards fire could be over- 
come and people had sufficient warning when fire struck. 


With these two worthy objectives in mind, two of the most positive 
` and progressive measures in the history of the Newark Fire Department 
were developed: : 


One, a "Fire Education Guide Lines" which was under way for more 
than two years, was finalized and approved by the Fire Department and 
the Board of Education, It is expected that this program will soon be in 
operation throughout the schools in Newark. This progressive and important 
step, which wlll teach the elements of Fire Prevention in the home, should 
have & great influence in the reduction of fires. 


The other, & Smoke Detector Ordinance, mandating by May 1, of 1979, 
at least one smoke detector in each dwelling unit, was unanimously enacted 
into law by the City Council and signed by the Mayor. This early warning 
in case of fire has the potential for dramatically reducing the loss of 
life from fire. 


The aforementioned Fire Prevention and Life Saving measures will 
be remembered as two of the most positive, progressive and significant 
steps ever taken to protect the lives of our citizens.

* An on-going program of cleaning and re-lining water mains.

Dear Sir: 


The United States has by far the worst fire record of any of the world's 
industrialized nations. It is exceptionally high in the number of deaths, in- 
juries and property loss from the three million fires which plague our Country 
each year. In addition to the damage to the general population, Firefighters 
face even greater danger themselves in the most hazardous occupation in the 
United States. 


Sadly enough, residential fires, most of which could have been easily 
prevented, account for the majority of fatalities and the groups most suscep- 
tible to the threat of fires are children, the elderly, and the poor. The areas 
which are heavily populated by low income residents exhibit a higher incidence 
of fire than other neighborhoods. 

Arson is fast becoming the leading cause of fire across the Country and 
has been estimated as high as 50% in urban centers such as Newark. 


The most striking aspect of the fire problem is public indifference. Citi- 
zens rely on the Fire Department to suppress fire without accepting the respon- 
sibility for causing it--until it is too late. The City of Newark reflects the 
rest of the Nation in its patterns of total fires, property loss, false alarms, 
incendiary fires, and fire related deaths and injuries. Although the City pro- 
vides adequate fire.protection, the citizens must accept to a greater degree 
than hgretofore the responsibility for fire prevention. 


Positive measures which may assist in reducing the fire problems in Newark 
are: 


1. The Smoke Detector Ordinance now in effect, requiring detectors in all 
dwellings. 


2. The proposed school fire prevention education program which will be 
mandatory at all grade levels. This should produce a new SESCH of Ameri- 
cans more knowledgeable about living safely with it. 


3. The implementation of a "bounty system" with $50,000.00 to be provided 


for offering rewards to informants giving leads which cause the arrest amd con- 
viction of arsonists.

Y Recognition by the F.B.I. of Arson as a Type I crime (a felony of- 
fense). 


5. Strict enforcement of the New Jersey State Construction and Fire 
Prevention Codes. 


In the United States today, there is a prevailing movement to reduce the 
cost of government services. Sizeable future reductions in personnel would 
impact on the ability to provide adequate fire protection. Innovative measures 
would have to be studied and evaluated to increase members' productivity and to 
ease the fire workload. Some possibilities are: 


. l. The development of a low cost sprinkler system for residential proper- 
ties. This could be the most important factor in saving life that could be 
provided. In the past one-hundred years only twelve people have died in sprink- 
Teren buildings ("Nations Cities Report"). 


2. A regionalized Fire Department, possibly County-wide. 


3. Legislation to change Firefighters entrance age--eighteen to thirty 
years of age with mandatory retirement at age fifty-five for company members. 
This would provide a younger, better conditioned manpower, less susceptible to 
sick and injury leaves with fewer requirements for light duty assignments for 
older men. 


4. Apprenticeship and Training Standards for the Firefighter. 

I wish to extend my thanks to Mayor Kenneth A. Gibson, Members of the Muni- 
cipal Council, to you, and to all the Officers and Members of the Fire Department 
whose efforts provided the community with fire protection during the year.

This report is a narrative of the general activities of 
the Fire Prevention Division for the year 1978. Statistical 
data on our specific activities will follow in separate 
detailed reports following the NFPA 901 Uniform Coding for 
Fire protection System adaptable to the needs of reporting 
agencies, Evaluation of these statistics may help reduce the 
number of deaths and injuries from fire. 


Training of the members of this command continued at a 
high level. With the adoption of the State Uniform Con- 
struction Code it is now mandatory that all officials and 
inspectors in an enforcing agency have the necessary license 
pursuant to these regulations, All members of this command 
in an enforcing capacity have submitted applications to the 
State Department of Community Affairs, and are awaiting 
their respective classification, In order for the Code to 
be enforced adequately and effectively, and the need for the 
inspector to have sufficient knowledge and competence to 
administer and interpret the Code, we have embarked on a 
program of training and education for the development of 
licensing requirements, With the continued cooperation of 
the Fire Director, Fire Chief, and the Chief of the Fire 
Planning Division we will continue with these programs 8o 
all inspectors are authorized to carry out fíeld inspection 
and plan review work in residential and small commercial 
structures, industrial and large commercial structures, and 
high-rise and hazardous Structures pursuant to regulations. 


INSPECTIONS 


Inspections by the field companies and our own inspec- 
tion staff continued at a significantly high level with a 
correspondingly high workload from violations issued and 
subsequent follow-up inspections. "n 


SENIOR CITIZENS 

We have received and complied with many requests for 
lectures and films from senior citizen centers and have 
foand this is a very fertile field for the promotion of 
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FIRE PREVENTION DIVISION (2) 


DAY CARE CENTERS 


The rapid increase of Day Care Centers have to be 
given a high priority. Use of the State Code and the NFPA 
101 Life Safety Code have placed these Centers under strict 
sets of guidelines, Fire safety response through the use 
of lectures, movies and visits by the neighborhood fire 
companies were directed to the very young and they were 
found to be very responsive. 


SCHOOLS 


The development of a modified alarm system initiated 
last year on a trial basis to reduce the needless responses 
for false alarms to the schools resulted in a reduction of 
540 less responses this year, ) 


FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 


A Public Speaking Campaign involving members of the 
Department was conducted, All requests for speakers or 
films were honored, This year with the assistance of the 
School inspector we are scheduling Fire Prevention talks 
over the nine month period of the school calendar,

OTHER ACTIVITIES OF THE ARSON SQUAD FOR 1978 


During the year 1978, the Arson Squad participated in the 
folloving: 


1. The Arson Squad in conjunction with the New Jersey 
State Attorney General's Office and the Newark Police 
Intelligence unit have conducted an investigation 
into the illegal disposal of chemical waste. This 
investigation was started in 1976 but the bulk of the 
work was done in 1977-1978. Indictments and convictions 
were returned in 1978 and more are expected in 1979. 


2. In June two members attended a two week course in Fire 
and Arson Investigation. This course was given by the 
National Fire Academy at John Jay College of Criminal 
Justice in New York City. 


3. In November, the Newark Arson Squad, with the co- 
operation of the Essex County Police Academy, gave a 
seminar at the Academy's facilities in Cedar Grove. 

The week long session was attended by 28 Police Officers 
from various communities in Essex. The instruction was 
well received and we are looking forward to similar 
sessions involving not only políce officers but fire 
fighters as well. 


The Arson Squad has for the year 1978, as in past years, 
participated in the National Bomb Data Program sponsored by the 


United States Department of Justice, Federal Bureau of 
Investigation.

During 1978 the Planning and Research Division engaged in a variety of 
activities that provided assistance in the administration and operation of the 
Newark Fire Department. These areas of activities included the following:

This Division maintained a liaison between the Fire Director's Office 
and the Budget Director's Office, in the preparation of the 1978 Operating 
Budget. With the assistance of all Fire Department Division Chiefs through 
the utilization of their projected activities, Planning prepared, coordinated 
and presented the Fire Department's Goals and Objectives. 


Formulation of Proposals and Justification for the Purchase of Vehicles and 
Equipment i 

Funds have been encumbered, vehicle and equipment ordered , with expected 
delivery in early 1979.

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PLANNING & RESEARCH DIVISION (2 


A replacement schedule for apparatus, through 1996, has been developed, prepared 
and presented. 


In 1978 a Civil Service examination for Firefighters was called. To 
expedite the written and physical sections, Planning made the arrangements for 
the written examination to be held at Essex County College and the physical 
section to be held at the gymnasium of the New Jersey Institute of Technology. 
With the cooperation of Brenda Veltri, Personnel Director, this Division 
developed a new and complete medical examination which was administered to all 
candidates to ensure their fitness for fire duty. Various state and local 
officials cooperated in making this involved program a succ@ss; they should be 
complimented on their dedication. 


Director Caufield, in his continuing concern for the health and welfare of 
all firefighters, ordered that a program be developed to provide tetanus 
inoculations for all members. Planning was responsible for the purchase of 
the vaccine, the scheduling of the program and maintaining records of all 
inoculations administered. The Department of Vealth and Welfare, the Fire 
Department Surgeons and the Training Center Staff of the Newark Fire Depart- 
ment, gave their full cooperation whenever requested and the program was 
successfully completed. 


A major function of the Planning and Research Division is the control of 
Fire Department's Sick Leave Records. The Lliness/Injury Reporting System, 
implemented in July of 1977, has proven à success in data collection and through 
the efforts of the Data Processing Division updated information is provided on 
a weekly basis showing complete Sick Leave Records of all personnel. This 
has enabled the Fire Department to have better control of Sick Leave procedures. 
Further, a complete and updated list of all Compensation Avards granted for 
the past fifteen (15) years is maintained. 


A system of charts has been developed to allow the Administration to have 
tighter control of on-duty personnel and to insure adequate Company manning. 
This system provides, on a daily basis, the number of personnel on duty, taking 
into consideration Síck Leaves, vacations and personnel days granted. Together 
with the compilation and comparison of data from the Daily Exception Reports, 
this procedure has proven to be an administratíve success. 

For the first time in the history of the Newark Fire Department a yearbook 
on the Newark Fire Department was developed. The Planning and Research 
Division completed this project in 1978 with the distribution of over one 
thousand (1,000) copies to interested department members and outside parties. 
From pictures taken for the yearbook, identification cards were created by 
this Division and distributed to all members. 


All arrangements for schools, conventions and seminars attended by Fire 
Department members and the necessary documentation for reimbursement is handled 
by this Division. Records of the amounts of gasoline, diesel fuel, oil and 
gas and electricity used throughout the department is maintained on a monthly 
basis. 
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PLANNING & RESEARCH DIVISION (3) 


The Planning and Research Division has-been designated as the City Hall 
First-Aid Station. We respond to all calls for First-Aid and maintain equip- 
ment for resuscitation. The Planning Division provides a blood pressure 
monitoring program available to all City Hall employees. Records are maintained 
of all First-Aid and blood pressure services rendered. 


The Planning and Research Division has been designated by the Director 
as the contact for all required Affirmative Action activities. A liaison 
has been established with the Division of Human Rights and quarterly reports 
regarding Fire Department personnel, such as, transfers, promotions, training 
activities, terminations and hirings, are submitted. 


With the cooperation of the Law Department, thís Division has recently 
developed a much needed "Smoke Detector" ordinance for the City of Newark. 


Planning bas responded to all requests for information relative to fire 
data from other agencies, fire departments, cities and citizens. Requests 
for information have come from Australia, Canada and England and in ali cases 
full cooperation was provided in supplying the necessary data. 


Planning and Research, because of the dedication and competence of its 
assigned members, has provided the administrative impact necessary to properly 
respond to all activities and duties delegated by the Fire Director and 
Fire Chief. i 


It is my feeling that we have had a productive and successful year, and 
I and my staff wish to thank the Director, Fire Chief and all department 
members who assisted us in accomplishing our tasks during the year 1973.

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SPECIAL SERVICE AND SUPPLY COMPANY 
Annual Report submitted by

The Special Service & Supply Division operated on an around the clock basis 
throughout the year, and continued to supply the necessary services of repair and 
supply to all Fire Department units, and ‘to . provide various other services to 
city departments and agencies, and the community in general. These services were 
provided by our personnel, some of whom are assigned to tours, and some on ἃ 
daytime basis only. Planned programs and policies were adhered to, and new pro^ 
grams and procedures have been formulated for the forthcoming year, in an attempt 
to achieve goals in the most expeditious manner. Accomplishments and services of 
the various sections in this Division during the past year are as follows: 


DELIVERY AND PICK-UP SERVICE. Deliveries and pick-ups were made on à morning, 
afternoon and evening basis, on a routine basis, Items of an emergency nature 
were handled immediately, on a 24-hour-a~day basis, Items handled were such 
things as housekeeping, supplies, tools, equipment, extinguishers, oxygen, air 
cylinders, masks,furniture, lockers, rock salt, ladders, hose and other supplies 
and equipment that require storage and transportation. 


Special Service responded to multiple alarm fires and special calls, with 
fuel and apparatus, air tanks, salvage covers, and when requested specifically, 
the Hi-Ex Foam Generator, the Smoke Ejectors, and foam concentrates. 


Special Service is also charged with the pick up at fire scenes of salvage 
covers, the cleaning and maintenance of same, the redistribution. of these salvage 
covers to fire companies throughout the Fire Department. 


Special Service is also available. and responds to cordon off buildings 
deemed to be in dangerous condition, postíng these buildings, indicating that 
a dangerous condition exists at the site. This is done by special request 
of Fire Chiefs at the incident site. 


Fire apparatus requiring repairs or adjustments were picked up and delivered 
to various locations. Replacements for these apparatus were delivered to the 
affected fire companies by Special Service personnel. 


MESSENGER SERVICE: This service 48 provided by Special Service personnel. The 
messenger carried out his prescribed duties daily, calling on Headquarters, 

as well as all Chiefs' quarters. This is literally the Department's mail 
system. He also performed related duties. 


MASK REPAIR DEPARTMENT: The mask department was charged with the repair and 
maintenance of all types of masks used by the Fire Department. During the past 
year this department bench-checked over two thousand masks. The Scott Air Masks, 
utilized as "loaners", were also checked and maintained, as well as all air tanks. 
Over ten thousand such tanks were filled by this unit during the past year. 
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Special Service & Supply (2) 


AIR PURIFICATION UNIT. A total of 10,000 air tanks were filled during Che 
past year, with over 200 hours of pumping time recorded by this unit. Provision 
is made to comply with both the state and federal health laws, air samples being 
tested monthly throughout the year. 


CANVAS SHOP. Canvas items such as turntable covers, chain saw sheaths, electrical 
generator covers, turret nozzle covers, hose and bed covers, foam can covers, 

bags for utilitarian use, etc., were made in this department, as well as the 
maintenance of these type items. Window shades were also repaired and fabricated 
in this department. 


STOCK ROOM. All tools, equipment, devices, and supplies, (except those ordered 
through Fire Headquarters and the Mose Shop), were ordered, received, checked, 
recorded, stored, and distributed as needed to the fire units through the delivery 
service. 


Auto and truck equipment were handled by this unit during the past calendar 
year. 


Supply room personnel repaired porto-lites, desk lamps, extension cords, 
K-12 saws, generators, etc. They also made special belts and straps, tested 
salvage covers, and made the necessary arrangements with the carpenter shop to 
repair and replace hook and axe handles. This group also made the necessary 
arrangements for the construction and maintenance of such items as skid load 
panels, hose and decking, apparatus windshields and canopies, and the arrange- 
ments with the Department of Public Works for the maintenance and repair of all 
Fire Department buildings. 


This department is also charged with the repair of such articles as portable 
pumps, explosimeters, and the maintenance and supply of saw blades. 


APPARATUS MAINTENANCE. All fire apparatus in service, and all spare apparatus 
were tested by this department in accordance with accepted procedures. Apparatus 
repairs vere scheduled by this department, and records of such repairs, recorded 
and filed. Brackets and accessories on new apparatus were installed by these 
personnel. Arrangements were made with outside jobbers for necessary apparatus 
repairs and modifications. The scheduling and maintenance of the departnent 
preventative program was administered by this unit. 


Specifications for the purchase of new apparatus were also drawn up by this 
unit in conjunction with the Fire Chief. This activity, and the acceptance pro- 
cedure for new vehicles often required meetings with the agents and representatives 
of manufacturers concerning acceptance tests, malfunctions, and deviations from 
specifications. 


This unit certified drivers and tillerman, vísited firehouses specifically 
to conduct drills and to explain the operation and equipment, and the main- 
tenance of same. 


HOSE SHOP. The hose shop kept all fire companies properly supplied with hose. 
All hose in service was tested, and over-apge and defective hose was removed from 
service. Damaged hose was repaired when possible, as were damaged nozzles, 
valves, adapters, hose fittings, brackets, and other miscellaneous equipment. 
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Special Service & Supply (3 


GENERAL. Various size metal laddersrmwere received, stored, and placed in service 
when necessary. All ladders on all apparatus are now maintained and repaired by 
Special Service personnel, and this propram has enabled this item to be cut 
substantially in the Fire Department budget. 


The program for inventory and test control of gas pressure cylinders in use 
throughout the department, continued through the year. These cylinders include 
air tanks, oxygen tanks, CO tanks, dry powder and dry chemical tanks, water 
extinguishers, and kero test cylinders. All such cylinders are tested every five 
years, on a continuing basis, from the date of manufacture. 


Special Service is also charged with receiving and forwarding complaints to 
the appropriate city agency or jobber, of Fire Department building repairs. 


Community assistance activities included the following during the past year: 


Pumping out cellars and basements, and community owned swimming pools. Pro~ 
vided and operated portable electric generators, lamps, cables, at emergency 
situations, and routinely on request. 


Responded with Hi-Ex Foam Generator, and Smoke Ejector, on request. 


Provided extinguishers for protection at various functions, and for demon- 
stration purposes. 


Picked up and delivered salvage covers used by fire companies, washed, dried, 
stored, maintained same. 


Each sub-division of Special Service maintained records and file system; 
submitted reports consistent with duties and activities; engaged in necessary 
clerical work consistent with objectives’ correspondence and telephone communi- 
cations essential with operations and duties, and performed housekeeping duties 
necessary to maintain quarters in a clean and presentable condition.

The Division of Training is responsible for all phases of Fire Department 
Training. This responsibility includes training of Recruit Firefighters, 
Inservice Fire Service Personnel and Industrial Fire Brigades.

The Training Center Staff supervised the on-going evaluation of various 
items of firefighting turnout gear, in particular turnout coats, helmets, 
gloves and reflective markings. Several new tools were evaluated, one of which 
proved to be successful and was purchased: the water powered drill. This unit 
will be carried by the Rescue Company. 


Our research into a better self-contained breathing apparatus realized 
fruition with the decision by Director Caufield to purchase 144 of the most 
advanced mask available to the Fire Service today. With the acquisition of 
the Survivair Mark I self-contained breathing apparatus the Newark Firefighter 
will be equipped with the most technically advanced type of low profile pressure 
demand, lightweight mask on the market. The benefit of this mask will be to 
improve the firefighter's initial attack capabilities and to reduce the weight 
by ten pounds that the individual firefighter must carry while working at a fire. 


The Commanding Officer of the Division continued to serve as Chairman of 
the Fire Accident Prevention Board and as a member of the City Wide Accident 
Review Board under Mr. Elton Hill. In line vith these responsibilities Safety 
Tip bulletins were issued periodically to all units within the department 
regarding safe driving practices. A summary of the activities of the Accident 
Prevention Board has been reported under separate cover. 


The Training Center continued to provide transportation of relief crews at 
fire operations. Transport is available between 0700 hours through 1900 hours 
daily. 


The Commanding Officer of the Division served on various committees during 
the year. We worked closely with the Federal Department of Labor and Essex 
County Vocational Education Department in setting up Firefighters Apprentíce- 
Ship Programs. The Commanding Officer of the Training Division was elected to 
the Board of Directors of the Fire Science and Technology Educators Section of 
the National Fire Protection Association for s three year term. 


The duties of the Safety Officer and Vater Officer were merged in 1978. 
Battalion Chief Fred Boehringer has assumed these duties and will report under 
Separate cover. The Supervisor of Apparatus service tested all pumpers and 
inspected all aerial apparatus. His report is forwarded as a separate entity. 


The Commanding Officer of the Training Center and the Staff wish to extend 
our thanks and gratitude to Director John P. Caufield and Fire Chief James P. 
O'Beirne for their wholehearted and active support of our activities during 1978. 
Without this enthusiastic support it would have been inpossible to achieve its 
goals.

ACCIDENT PREVENTION COMMITTEE 


Annual Report for 1973

In 1978 the Fire Department experienced 47 accidents and two incidents. 
This is an increase over the 33 accidents we had in 1977: however, 12 of 
the 47 accidents were very minor in nature and were caused by the poor driving 
conditions during the heavy snows in January and February. 


The Fire Department Accident Prevention Board held four meetings during 
the year and I attended monthly meetings of the City Uide Accident Peview 
Board. We reviewed 35 accidents and one incident, three accidents and one 
incident were carried over to 1979. Of the 35 accidents reviewed five were 
found to be preventable and seven were preventable with an explanation. 

All drivers involved in preventable, or preventable with explanation, received 
retraining under the direction of the Supervisor of Apparatus. 


The most common accidents were "Type I'",Our Vehicle Hit While Parked (6), 
"Type B", Our Vehicle Hit in Rear by Other Vehicle (5), "Type K”. Our Vehicle 
Hit Other Vehicle Because of Sideswipe or Squeezeby (5). None of our drivers 
experienced more than one preventable, or preventable vith explanation type 


accident during 1970.

During the year of 1975, the Community Relations Division (Headquarters 20) 
continued to be involved in various projects which strengthened the rapport 
between the public and the Fire Department. 


The Christmas toy drive slipped to a little less than 6,000 units which 
were picked up, sorted, repaired, stored, and distributed to various groups 
who took care of needy persons. Every attempt was made to get the Christmas 
toys and gifts to those who were the neediest. 


The demand for showing films on the streets during the summer months, in 
schools during the school year, to business groups, P.T.A.'s, Block Associations, 
and other civic groups, continued at a lively pace. Requests for speakers 
were honored on all occasions. 


The Fire Department Community Relations members participated in Career 
Days sponsored by schools in the City of Newark including Essex County College. 
Community Relations also continued to work with the Mayor's Affirmative Action 
Committee. i 


Numerous meetings during the course of the year were held by the Citizens 
Advisory Committee who sought out ways to support the Fire Department in the 
performance of their duties and in rendering services to the citizens of Newark. 
The committee operates autonomously and members of the Fire Department attend 
as resource aides. 


Explorer Post No. 20, Scouts of America of the Newark Fire Department, 
was reorganized in the Fall of 1978 with active members numbering above 
fifteen. Other posts are to be formed within the department. Most members 
of the Explorers Post are from the senior high schools of the city. 


In 1978, the Community Relations Division continued to work closely with 
the Red Cross in assisting fire victims. The Newark Disaster Coordinating 
Committee continued to assist disaster victims through its members who are 
best suited to provide the essential needs or services. The Community 
Relations Division maintained contact on a daily basis with the Salvation 
Army, Red Cross, Essex County Welfare, and Civil Defense to assist fire 
victims in obtaining the necessities of life. 


Prior to the hot days of May and June of 1978, many meetings were held 
in the Business Administration Offices about the city's hydrant problem. 
All the facets of the hydrant problem were discussed in detail and the 
conclusion made was to have people assigned to shut off illegally flowing 
hydrants. Sprinkler caps would be issued to people who requested them and 
arrests would be made to those people who used hydrants illegally or/and 
vandalized hydrants.

As Fire Surgeon, I performed my duties in accordance with the Rules and 
Regulations of the Fire Department and at all times have fulfilled my duties. 


My associate, Dr. Carl E. Uaffeo, and I are on call twenty.four hours a 
day throughout the year. We are never off duty or on leave at the same time. 
I have given prompt attention to all reported illneses and injuries of our 
fellow workers, including non~firefighters, Auxiliary Reserves, and other per- 
sonnel vithin our jurisdiction. 


I granted sick leaves to members as varranted. Regular additional visits 
and examinations vere made to the sick and injured, hospitalized or othervise, 
until they were, in my opinion, physically able to return to their respective 
duties. Light duty assignments were given when feasible, with the approval of 
Director John P. Caufield. 


I received and returned all telephone calls on a twenty-four basis, seven 
days a week, including all holidays. There were 1,629 sick leaves and 705 
injury leaves. On Tuesdays at 0300 hours, men who were ordered to report, were 
examined for evaluation, light duty, special duty, etc. 


Visits were made to the fire houses for inspection purposes, on an 
emergency basis or otherwise, when requested by any member of the Fire Department, 
and all referral cases of city employees, were examined when necessary. All 
new appointees, fire fighters and non-fiíre fighters, and reports for same were 
submitted. There were 71 new men and 34 men retired in 1978. 


Weekly reports were Prepared and forwarded to Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Donald I. Dvorin, Esquire, vith reference to all men injured in line of duty, 
as to diagnosis, Prognosis, and treatment. Conferences were held at any requested 
time, regarding the injured personnel. 


I am grateful to the officers and fire fighters, our Rescue Squad, the 
Fire Alarm Operators, the Bell and Siren Squad, and the Ironbound Ambulance 
Squad for their kind assistance. 


I wish to thank Director John P. Caufield, Fire Chief James P. O'Beirne, 
Deputy Chief Stanley Kossup, Administrative Officer William T. Whalen, and their 


entire staff, and our good Chaplains, Rev. Horton J. Raught, and Rev. Clarance 
Bleakney, for their courtesy, cooperation, and spiritual aid.
